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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 16 and 17 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Cottone (EP 0 819 413 A2). Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cottone 
(EP 0 819 413 A2). 

4. As to claim 16, Cottone teaches an apparatus that comprises an expandable tubular 
implant 28 configured to expand from a reduced configuration (see col. 5 lines 10-15) to an 
expanded configuration (see col. 5 lines 38-40), the expanded configuration comprising a greater 
diameter and a shorter axial length than the reduced configuration (it is inherent that the 
expanded configuration would comprise a greater diameter and a shorter length than the 
reduced configuration), a delivery device 12 (see col. 4 lines 26-30) comprising a balloon 26 
(see col. 5 lines 38-40), the balloon having an exterior surface; said expandable tubular implant 
removably attached to the exterior surface of the balloon (see col. 5 lines 35-45); whereby the 
balloon expands the tubular implant at the treatment site from the reduced configuration to the 
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expanded configuration, whereby the balloon is configured to be removed after leaving the 
expanded tubular implant in place to span bone segments (see col. 5 lines 40-45). 
5. As to claim 17, Cottone teaches an apparatus wherein the expandable tubular implant 
comprises a tubular mesh (see col. 4 lines 40-45).
